The organic acid used in step (1) is e.g. monobasic or dibasic, 

aliphatic or aromatic organic acid, e.g., acetic acid, formic acid, lactic 
acid, etc., with a concn. of pref. 0.1-20%. The cleaning soln. in step (1 ) 
can also contain an aliphatic or an aro-matic monoalcohol such as 
methanol, ethanol, isopropanol or n-butanol etc., with a concn. of pref. 
0.5-20%. The pH of the cleaning soln. is pref. up to 3.0. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The deteriorating ultrafiltration membrane is 
effectively reclaimed. 
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Ultrafiltration of a cation type electrophoretic coating bath, comprises 
deteriorating of the ultrafiltration which can be membrane reclaimed by
